WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
administration plans to pou r 
more than $1 billion into a slu g­ 
gish national economy bu t offi­ 
cials deny a pu mp-priming op­ 
eration is u nderway . 
"To say this is pu mp-priming 
wou ld present an alarm ist im­ 
age," one k ey gov ernment ana­ 
ly st said today . 
He and other gov ernment 
economists said the economy 
now is able to absorb the added 
federal spending. Later in the 
y ear, su ch spending might con­ 
tribu te to an anticipated bu ildu p 
of inflationary pressu re, they 
added. 
President Johnson's economic 
report to Congress in Janu ary 
env isioned some federal stimu ­ 
lation of the economy du ring the 
first half of this y ear, the sou rce 
said. 
Some members of Congress 
contend 
the administration's 
Janu ary projections of the econ­ 
omy shou ld be rev ised. Bu t gov ­ 
ernment ex perts are stick ing by 
their forecast of a slu ggish first 
half with a later u pswing. 
Despite denials of pu mp-prim­ 
ing the timing of the adminis­ 
tration's 
annou ncements has 
coincided closely with reports 
confirming economic slu ggish­ 
ness. 
President Johnson annou nced 
Friday , for instance, that be­ 
cau se inflationary pressu re had 
su bsided the gov ernment wou ld 
mak e av ailable another $791 
million in deferred fu nds, in­ 
clu ding $350 million for high­ 
way s and $250 million for mort­ 
gage aid. 
This followed by ju st one day 
a Federal Reserv e Board report 
of the second su bstantial drop in 
Indu strial ou tpu t in as many 
months.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presl- 
dent Johnson embark s tonight 
on his 
second trans • Pacific 
jou rney in fiv e months —striv ­ 
ing once more to emphasize 
his dedication to the work s of 
peace in Vietnam. 
High administration officials 
insisted they ex pect no major 
military decisions to emerge 
from Johnson's two day s of 
talk s in Gu am — abou t 8 ,250 
miles from Washington. 
They said the big qu estion 
instead wou ld be how to ad­ 
v ance the political, social and 
economic dev elopment of sec­ 
tions of Sou th Vietnam wrested 
from Commu nist control. 
There has been considerable 
specu lation that Johnson might 
u se the occasion of his Gu am 
v isit to elev ate Gen. William C. 
Westmoreland to fu ll command­ 
er of all American forces in 
Sou theast Asia. Bu t officials 
said they do not ex pect su ch a 
dev elopment. 
They also said they don't 
think 
W estmorland 
wou ld 
choose this occasion to ask for 
more troops. Bu t they said that 
was a matter for the general to 
decide. 
The White Hou se said Johnson 
hoped to tak e off on his 18 -hou r, 
one-stop flight to Gu am arou nd 
midnight after spending all day 
and ev ening cou rting the na­ 
tion's gov ernors. 
Perhaps for secu rity reasons, 
there was no word on whether 
Johnson's big jet wou ld mak e a 
refu eling stop in Alask a or Ha­ 
waii.

The President will meet with 
top American civ ilian and mili­ 
tary leaders based in Vietnam 
and with Premier Ngu y en Cao 
Ky and many of the other gen­ 
erals mak ing u p the military 
ju nta that holds power in Sai­ 
gon.

A three- ju dge panel ru led in a 
preliminary hearing Friday that 
wealthy retired bu siness leader 
Clay L . Shaw shou ld become the 
first man to stand trial con­ 
cerning the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy . 
La ordering the trial for Shaw 
on a charge of conspiracy to 
mu rder the president, Ju dge 
Bernard J. Bagert said at the 
conclu sion of the fou r-day hear­ 
ing, "This cou rt finds su fficient 
ev idence has been presented to 
establish probable cau se that a 
crime has been committed." 
The ru ling came on Shaw*s 
54th birthday . 
The decision was a first-rou nd 
v ictory for gu n-toting Jim Gar­ 
rison, this town's 6 -foot-5 dis­ 
trict 
attorney . 
Garrison 
startled the world a month ago 
with a statement that 
he had 
"solv ed” 
the 
Kennedy as­ 
sassination, wou ld mak e 
ar­ 
rests, and wou ld obtain conv ic­ 
tions. 
Garrison, u northodox and con­ 
trov ersial in his fiv e y ears as 
district attorney , took anu nu su ­ 
al step in ask ing for the prelimi­ 
nary hearing — a tactic u su ally 
resorted to by defense lawy ers. 
I7ie nex t step: 
"I will file a bill of Informa­ 
tion," 
Garrison drawled to 
newsmen shortly after the panel 
annou nced its u nanimou s deci­ 
sion. He wou ld not say when the 
action wou ld be tak en. 
Arraignment and trial came 
afterward. No dates were set. 
"The district attorney selects 
the date and time a person will 
be tried," said Ju dge Bagert, 
who had ask ed two of his fellow 
Criminal District Cou rt ju dges 
to sit with him at the prelimi­ 
nary hearing becau se of its im­ 
portance. 
"The state has six y ears to 
prov e this case,” said defense 
attorney William Wegmann, in 
his impassioned plea to the 
cou rt to throw ou t the charges. 
After the decision, Bill Gu r- 
v ich, chief inv estigator for Gar- 
rigon’s office, told newsmen: 
"We won. If we had needed 
more goods we wou ld hav e 
brou ght them in." 
Perry Ray mond Ru sso, 25, 
was Garrison's star witness.

present in the New Orleans 
apartment of Dav id W. Ferrie

1963 and 
heard 
Lee 
Harv ey Oswald, 
Shaw and Ferrie plotting to as­ 
sassinate Kennedy . 
The plan, Ru sso testified, In­ 
v olv ed "triangu lation of cross­ 
fire," div ersionary shooting, a 
possible flight to Mex ico and 
Cu tía, the sacrificing of one man 
as a scapegoat to permit the 
others to escape. 
Of the three alleged conspira­ 
tors, only Shaw, who stepped 
down as managing director of 
the Liternational Trade Mart 
here 16 months ago, is aliv e. 
Oswald was shot fatally by Jack 
Ru by , in the Dallas police sta­ 
tion two day s after the Nov . 22, 
19 63 assassination of Kennedy . 
Ferrie, former airlines pilot 
with a homosex u al record, was 
fou nd dead in bed last Feb. 22. 
The coroner ru led his death re­ 
su lted from natu ral cau ses — an 
aneu ry sm of a blood v essel in 
the brain. 
Shaw, a ru gged 6-foot-2, gray ­ 
haired man with erect military 
bearing, was calm and stoic 
when the decision was read. 
Deepening lines in his face 
and bloodshot ey es, howev er, 
showed the strain he has been 
u nder since his arrest March 1. 
When arrested, Shaw called 
Garrison's charge "fantastic” . 
He denied hav ing any part in a 
conspiracy and said, "I am 
completely innocent of any su ch 
charges."

Neither Bu ndy nor Ru sso tes­ 
tified before the Warren Com­ 
mission. They were not qu es­ 
tioned by federal agents in the 
case, either. 

Gen. Ramsay Clark 
said Shaw was inv estigated by 
the FBI and cleared of any part 
in the assassination. Shaw said 
earlier this month he was not 
aware of any FBI probe of his 
activ ities.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
nation's gov ernors conv erge on 
the White Hou se today with Re­ 
pu blicans among them seeming­ 
ly determined to av oid v oicinga 
new su pport for President John­ 
son's Vietnam policies. 
There had been indications 
Johnson might seek a resolu tion 
from the gov ernors endorsing 
his war policies. They hav e giv ­ 
en him su ch pu blic back ing in 
the past, and one today wou ld 
coincide with his trip to Gu am 
to discu ss the war. 
Bu t Repu blican gov ernors, at 
a meeting Friday night, appar­ 
ently mov ed to head off a show­ 
down on the politically tou chy 
issu e. 
The White Hou se said all bu t 5 
of the 54 state and territorial 
gov ernor accepted presidential 
inv itations for a day of socializ­ 
ing and seriou s bu siness. This 
made it abou t the biggest and 
longest of sev en sessions John­ 
son has held with grou ps of gov ­ 
ernor s. 
The President slated this one 
for the day of his midnight tak e­ 
off for Gu am and consu ltations 
with his military commander in 
Vietnam, his old and new diplo­ 
matic team there and Sou th 
Vietnamese leaders.

Spalding ask ed persons attend­ 
ing to identify the problems of 
farm ers and agribu siness men 
in Sou theast Missou ri. 
The task of the state chamber 
is to tak e a look at the prob­ 
lems and see if it can form 
action programs to solv e them. 
Similar meetings hav e been held 
in St. Lou is, Kansas City and 
Springfield. 
Problems common to this area 
related at the meeting inclu ded; 
farm labor su pply ; imbalance or 
u ndiv ersified farming; inability 
of y ou ng men to obtain 
fi­ 
nancing to start farming; state 
sales tax es; and the image of the 
farmer. 
Farm ers and agribu sinessmen 
hav e been their own worst ene­ 
mies in conv ey ing a fav orable 
image of agricu ltu re to the pu b­ 
lic, Spalding said. 
“ We downgrade ou rselv es in 
the ey es of ou r children and 
others when we say we are ju st 
a farm er/* he said. 
The problem of image is tied 
to the farm labor problem, he 
continu ed. 
“ A good farm hand oftentimes 
is more sk illed than an assis­ 
tant foreman at manu factu ring 
plants. He is a v alu able man to 
the 
operation, bu t who k nows 
it?** Spalding ask ed. 
“ Perhaps the state Chamber 
can work on this problem of im­ 
age. It cou ld be approached as a 
problem of people, rather than a 
problem of the farmer. The bu s- 
ness of the farm er Is to de­ 
liv er food to people, and he is 
doing a better job of it now than 
ev er before. Not too long ago, 
the farmer made as mu ch as 39 
cents on the dollar paid for 
food. Today he mak es abou t 14 
per cent. 
“ In the last fiv e y ears farms 
hav e Increased in size by abo ut 
o ne-third, and pro spects indi­ 
cated that the size o f farms will 
increase by ano ther o ne-third in 
the nex t fiv e y ears." 
“ Farmers are beco ming fewer 
and big g er, and thing s will pro b­ 
ably g et wo rse befo re they g et 
better," Arlene Av ery , 
New 


Madrid, said. 
The av erage age of farmers in 
Missou ri is 
59 , Av ery 
said. 
Fewer y ou ng men are willing 
to try farming today becau se the 
wages offered by indu stry are 
more inv iting. There is less 
risk , and faster immediate re ­ 
tu rns realized by y ou ng 
men 
work ing in factories and plants 
than on the farm. 
Years ago a y ou ng man fared 
similar problems of hard work 
for sev eral y ears before 
he 
cou ld ex pect to mak e a farm 
pay , hu t he did not hav e the al­ 
ternativ es he has now, Spald­ 
ing said. 
One of the main reasons farm 
labor 
Is becoming harder to 
k eep is gov ernment programs 
that offer the laborer more 
money to learn a trade, than he 
can mak e on the farm, a mem­ 
ber of the au dience said 
Crops in this area requ ire at­ 
tention only a few months of the 
y ear. Grou nd is being prepared 
for pla nting now. After corn, 
cotton and soy bean planting Is 
completed 
In Ju ne, laborers 
will hav e it easy for abou t two 
months u ntil harv est time. 
After harv est season, the la­ 
borer again will not hav e mu ch 
work for sev eral months. To 
k eep 
a 
good farm hand, the 
farm er has to pay him du ring 
both his produ ctiv e and 
non­ 
produ ctiv e months. 
Bu ford Baber, president of Ba­ 
ber Feed and Seed Co., related 
some of the pecu liarities

plied to farm chemicals. The tax 
is not charged to farm ers when 
he u ses a certain chemical on 
soil, rather than on the crop. 
Yet the tax is applied if he u ses 
the same chemical for treating 
the seed, he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
political career and repu tation 
of Sen. Thomas J . Dodd hang in 
the balance as the Senate ethics 
committee secretly weighs ac­ 
cu sations of financial wrongdo­ 
ing against him. 
The committee's pu blic probe 
of Dodd — the first Senate pro­ 
ceeding of its k ind since the Mc­ 
Carthy era —ended Friday with 
the Connecticu t Democrat say ­ 
ing "my conscience is clear." 
Emotionally bu t qu ietly , the 
white-haired Dodd told the com­ 
mittee: "I don't believ e any 
man is going to look me in the 
ey e and say I'v e done wrong." 
On that note the committee 
adjou rned after fiv e day s of tak ­ 
ing testimony that dealt pri­ 
marily with allegations that 
Dodd u sed contribu tions to his 
political campaigns for per­ 
sonal ex penses. 
An earlier rou nd of hearings 
last su mmer ex plored his rela­ 
tionship with Chicago pu ttie 
relations man Ju liu s Klein, a 
registered agent for West Ger­ 
man bu siness interests. Dodd is 
accu sed of mak ing sev eral trips 
to Germany to help Klein retain 
clients there. 
TTie ethics committee, com­ 
posed of three Democrats and 
three Repu blicans, may meet 
nex t week bu t Chairman John 
Stennis, D-Miss., said it will be 
"some week s, at least** 
be­ 
fore it reports its findings and 
recommendations to the Sen­ 
ate. 
A wide range of possibilities is 
open. It cou ld find Dodd had 
done nothing improper, or it 
cou ld recommend a reprimand, 
censu re, of ex pu lsion from the 
Senate. It also cou ld call for 
action against him by the Ju s­ 
tice Department. 
Bu t the 59 -y ear-old senator, 
after u ndergoing more than two 
hou rs of qu estioning, told the 
committee he is su re he's done 
nothing wrong. 
There were some indications 
that the committee may go be­ 
y ond the Dodd case itself in its 
report and incorporate propos­ 
als for a code of ethics for sena­ 
tors and Senate employ es and 
ov erhau ling the corru pt prac­ 
tices act and other laws dealing 
with campaign financing. 
Howev er, it was u nderstood 
no decision on this has been 
reached. The committee had 
started work on recommenda­ 
tions of this natu re before it 
lau nched its inv estigation of 


Dodd’s affairs a little ov er a 
y ear ago. 
Once the report is su bmitted, 
the Senate Itself will assu me 
responsibility for what is done 
abou t it. 
The Hou se also is wrestling 
with the problem of ethics in a 
'sequ el to its recent refu sal to 
seat Harlem Democrat Adam 
Clay ton Powell. 
The late Sen. Joseph R. Mc­ 
Carthy , R-Wis., was the last 
member of the Senate inv olv ed 
in a censu re proceeding. In 19 54 
his condu ct was criticized by a 
67-2? v ote of the Senate at a spe­ 
cial session. 
McCarthy was only the fou rth 
member in Senate history to 
su ffer an official rebu k e from 
his colleagu es. 
Dodd, testify ing mostly in a 
low, soft v oice, maintained that 
a series of testimonial affairs 
between 1961 and 1965 were not 
to raise campaign fends for him 
bu t to prov ide him with money 
to meet debts and what he 
called "personal- political" ex ­ 
penses. 
He said persons who bou ght 
tick ets to the testimonials that 
raised nearly $19 0,000 
k new 
they were mak ing a gift to him. 
Dodd testified he "got in the 
hole" financially in 1956 when 
he first ran for the Senate —

Back in the 1920’s, author Sinclair Lewis poked 
some not-so-gentle fun at the folkways of small 
town life in America. 
The “ Main St.” of his 
novel of the same name ran through a town he 
called Gopher Prairie. It is a thinly-disguised 
version of Lewis’ boyhood home town, Sauk 
Centre, Minn. 
To lay Sauk Centre is a bustling trading town 
of 3,700 and the big green, reflective street-name 
signs - the best available - read “Original 
Main St.” 
There’s even an intersection 
with 
“Sinclair Lewis Avenue.” 
Farmers in the area, who once wer** snowbound 
through much of the grim Minnesota winter, now 
get to town on all-weather roads. U.S. Routes 
71 and 52 meet in Sauk Centre, and Interstate 
Route 94 will pass just south of town. When 
it’s completed, Minneapolis-St. Paul, with its 
theaters, museums and other attractions, will be 
less than two hours away. 
There’s a good network of county roads in the 
area, too, which enables farmers to bring to 
market the dairy p r o d u c t s that make Sauk Centre 
the self-proclaimed butter capital of the world. 
And there are cars, including even a 
few 
sporty foreign models, owned not just by leading 
citizens - like the physician who is the non­ 
hero of Lewis* book - but by almost every 
family.

of 
Commerce is determined to keep just as much 
traffic coming into town a s going out. One means 
to do this: 
a Sinclair Lewis museum, housed 
in the home the Nobel-prize-winning author left 
in order to write his satire on “ Main St.”

The average pencil will write a line 35 miles 
long, or 45,000 words. 
Round pencils are the most restful for the hand 
and fingers. 
A pencil can be sharpened as much as 17 
times. 
Unsharpened, 
the 
standard pencil is seven 
inches long. 
Products from 25 countries, from Mexico to 
Madagascar, are used in the manufacture of pen­ 
cils.

7,353 WAR DEAD - 42,734 WOUNDED 
Recent news from Vietnam concerns U.S. 
casualties and even then the American people 
got a mixed report. 
During the four-day Tet truce, American 
casualties since the beginning passed the 50,000 
mark - 7,353 dead, 52,734 wounded. These do 
not include more than 400 fliers killed or cap­ 
tured in North Vietnam. 
U.S. casualties for the week of the truce totaled 
1,122 including 107 killed. 
The count of American dead and wounded is 
multiplied many times by the Vietnamese cas­ 
ualties, both north and south. 
These random statistics are a grim reminder 
that this war is one of the ugliest. To dawdle 
in as deadly a war as this is inexcusable.

THE IMAGE MAKERS 
One of America’s most-used 
mid-century words is “ image.” 
“ Image” merely means im­ 
pression, hopefully favorable. 
It may be applied to commodi­ 
ties, institutions or men. In 
advertising it differs 
from 
“ hard sell.” It doesn’t discuss 
the specifications or the price. 
It seeks instead to convince a 
potential customer that 
the 
seller is his friend. Usually 
the seller does it by appealing 
to the buyer’s admiration, more 
rarely by seeking his sympathy. 
In the hilarious advertising 
battle between the Hertz and 
Avis rent-a-car people we have 
seen both approaches, and, re­ 
cently, a shifting of ground in 
which each has moved toward 
the other’s original position. 
Hertz started out trumpeting 
Most cars, 
Wherever you 
its superiority, 
most agencies, 
were, Hertz could put you in 
the driver’s seat. The success 
ploy. 
The admiration angle. 
Avis replied by blandly con­ 
fessing that it was only No. 2. 
“ We try harder.” The little 
guy approach. 
The 
David 
bravely 
facing 
Goliath. 
It 
worked beautifully, and Avis 
bookings rose. 
So Hertz responded with mas­ 
terful sarcasm. “We have a 
competitor who says he tries 
harder. When you can’t think 
of anything better to say, that’s 
a pretty good thing to say.” Or: 
««Our competitor says he’s only 
No. 2. 
That’s hard to argue 
with.” 
Avis countered by noting with 
glee the “Get tough with Avis” 
ads. So a few weeks ago Hertz 
came out with a picture showing 
a smiling Hertz girl with her 
arm around a pretty Avis girL 
“Aha!” 
read 
the caption. 
We’ll bet you thought this was 
another «Get tough with Avis' 
ad.” 
And there followed 
8 
low-key sales pitch urging a 
rental from Hertz instead of 
one “from our dear friends 
down the street.” 
This accomplished two things. 
The blatant insincerity drew 
laughs. 
At the same 
time, 
the humor helped destroy the 
“ tough” image. Hertz, in short, 
moved on to Avis’ “friendly” 
ground. 
And Avis has moved Hertz- 
ward.

One of the most spectacular 
image-changing jobs has been 
Harding Lawrence’s transfor­ 
mation of stodgy old Braniff 
Airways into the 
industry’s 
glamour girl. With gaudy planes 
and 
gaudier 
stewardesses, 
Braniff came up with double the 
average gain for the air trans­ 
port industry last year. 
But the “old reliable” image is 
by no means worthless. While 
foreign 
carriers plug 
the 
¿lleged quaintness and charm of 
their services, good old Pan 
American keeps harping on its 
staggering 
total of 
trans­ 
oceanic flights up to yesterday. 
Bankers, who are 
strictly 
business when they talk to each 
other, are all jolly comrades 
when they talk to the general 
public. Bank ads in the Bankers 
Magazine run to cold recitals 
of assets and capital items. 
But in popular bank advertising 
the leg-up, umbrella and friend- 
in-need themes predominate. 
This image transformation has 
been amazing. Fifty years ago 
many people feared for the sol­ 
vency of banks and regarded 
bankers as gleeful foreclosers 
of the widow’s mortgage. De­ 
posit insurance removed the 
first fear and emptied the mat­ 
tresses. Down came the wickets 
and grills surrounding tellers, 
and bank officials moved their 
desks out on to the public floor. 
All who are not behind in their 
notes now find most banks 
friendlier than the country club. 
Image moves automobiles. The 
inspired ads of Volkswagen set 
Americans to laughing, not at, 
but with. Remember the picture 
of the mocrobus and the cap­ 
tion, “We also make a funny- 
looking car” ? 
Cadillac, 
at 
the other end of the spectrum, 
never mentions its motor. It 
stiffly sells prestige. 
The search for an appealing 
image may be intensified by a 
sameness 
of quality among 
competing products that makes 
it difficult to top another’s 
claims. So we have had doves 
flying in and out of kitchens 
and white knights slaying dirt. 
It got started years ago with 
Carnation’s ««Milk 
from Con­ 
tented Cows” and Swift’s ««The 
Ham What Am,” respectively 
the most improvable and vaguest 
claims in history. 
But while any clerk can write 
and ad describing nuts and bolts 
it takes a master pitchman to 
play upon the deep-seated emo­ 
tions of the consumers. Copy­ 
writers who make us laugh, 


hobby and finding it a most 
rewarding one. They are highly 
effective in the fight to save 
Freedom, These are the peo­ 
ple who persist in the belief 
that America's greatness was 
achieved through the 
efforts 
ol rugged individualists 
who 
preferred to “ go it alone.” 
These are the people who be­ 
lieve in individual dignity and 
share a common dislike for 
paternalism, 
mediocrity and 
uniformity. 
They enjoy matching wits with 
the 
enemies of 
Freedom. 
They keep alive 
the bright 
spirit of “ I believe” 
- the 
God, America 
and Freedom. 
The battle must be re-won 
every 
day. 
Collectivists, 
socialists and other members 
of the farleft are united in a 
diligent effort to knock 
our 
country out of the battle for 
Freedom. 
These people are 
wily, sly and slick. They know 
our weaknesses and they know 
our strength. They know how to 
take advantage of the first and 
they try desperately to under­ 
mine the second. They work un­ 
ceasingly on both counts. 
But truth is on our side. If 
we persevere it won't be long 
before we have 
pulled up 
even. Active partisans 
for 
liberty should try to have a 
colony of every worthwhile pa­ 
triotic movement represented 
in their community. Following 
the example of the early Chris­

spreading the Gospel, 
each colony acts to spread the 
Freedom cause ever farther. A 
colony may encourage

Bob Kennedy. 
New York: - White House 
forces have unleashed an early 
campaign against Fortress Ken­ 
nedy to “neutralize Bobby” by 
surrounding him with United 
Nations 
Ambassador Arthur 
Golberg. 
There’s far more strategy 
than spleen in this offensive. 
President Johnson is - as, in­ 
deed, were Harry Truman and 
Franklin Roosevelt, to my own 
firsthand knowledge - deeply 
concerned 
over his party’s 
ability to carry the pivotal New 
York State in the *68 elections. 
Mr. Johnson does not believe 
Sen. Kennedy can swing it for 
him or the party. 
Presidential 
tacticians and 
Mr. Johnson himself are re­ 
ported querying knowledgeable 
New Yorkers who visit the 
White House « and they are 
convinced 
that Robert Ken­ 
nedy's machine now will lose 
even the labor vote in the big 
race. 
They fear heavy labor defec­ 
tions to the Republicans next 
year. They have some mighty 
fine 
**intelligence” on 
fre­ 
quent conferences between pow­ 
erful middle - of - the - road 
labor leaders and Nelson Rock­ 
efeller. 
The Governor has been enter- 
training the union chiefs in 
droves. As recently as March 
6, he had several score AFL- 
CIO upstate leaders In for a 
swinging evening. 
President Johnson, it is said 
amongst those close to him,be­ 
lieves that Ambassador Arthur 
Goldberg is the man to save 
the state, swing 
the union 
chiefs back, and if in the pro­ 
cess 
“ Arthur” neutralizes 
Kennedy in his home state — 
“ so much the better.” 
This, they say, is 
the 
''sacrifice” which Mr. John­ 
son said at a White 
House 
labor 
gathering last 
year 
“ Arthur will make as he always 
has.” 
This “ sacrifice” means run­ 
ning for the U. S. Senate in 
the ^88 election. 
The Ambassador does not 
want to run. He wants to re­ 
turn to the Supreme Court - 
preferably as Chief Justice if 
Earl Warren retiree. But Gold­ 
berg wants to return to 
the 
high' bench under any circum- 


stance. That is definite, posi­ 
tive, uncontradictable. 
But what ot President John­ 
son's wishes? 
He has done his homework. 
He is aware that even Frank­ 
lin Roosevelt carried New York 
State by a comparatively small 
average margin of some 250,- 
000 in a series of elections. 
Harry Truman lost it. 
The late John Kennedy actual­ 
ly lost the count on a straight 
Democratic - Republican count 
to Dick Nixon - 
by 22,510 
votes. It was the labor • led 
Liberal Party which threw in 
an additional 406,176 tallies. 
So the President wants some­ 
one in New York who can swing 
all the old forces behind the 
ticket again •> and someone 
who believes, as he does, in 
A m e r i c a ’s 
righteousness 
abroad on peace and warring 
fronts. 
Who better than Mr. Labor 
Lawyer, Mr. Secretary, Mr. 
Justice, 
Mr. 
Ambassador, 
Arthur Goldberg can do this? 
The ambassador has kept in 
dose touch with many of the 
state's labor leaders. He is deep 
in its intellectual milieu. He 
can take on a platoon of Sch- 
lesinger and Sorensens. 
He can get the support of 
the Liberal Party leaders such 
as, the garment workers' hon­ 
orary president Dave Dublnsky 
and the hatters' Alex Rose - a s 
well as Louis JStulberg, the now 
influential president of 
the 
powerful ladies garment work­ 
ers, the state’s biggest union. 
Goldberg can make certain 
that some labor and liberal 
leaders do not defect to Gov. 
Rockefeller 
or swing away 
from the line when it comes 
to supporting 
a Democratic 
candidate against Sen.

And if elected, Arthur Gold­ 
berg will never take second 
place to Bob Kennedy in the 
U. S. Senate - neither 
on 
domestic Issues, foreign policy 
or in the interplay of the party 
leadership in this state.

the oldest known foods. 
Rec­ 
ords exist of cows being milked 
9000 B.C. Hippocrates recom ­ 
mended milk as a medicine five 
centuries before Christ. 
When Christopher 
Columbus 
cam e to America there were no 
cow s, but on his second voyage 
in 1495 he brought cattle and 
other farm animals to the is ­ 
lands of the West Indies. 
The Pilgrims made a mistake 
of not bringing cows and the lack 
of milk was said to have a 
bearing on the high death rate, 
especially among the children. 
Cows 
were 
required to 
be 
brought on later ships. 
At one time milk cows were 
found on almost every 
farm. 
Today, fewer farms have cows, 
and most of the milk that goes 
to the market, is from a dairy 
farm , which produces Grade A 
milk. 
About 14 per cent of the food 
dollar, went for milk and milk 
products in 1959. The Average 
civilian consumed 339 quarts 
of 
fluid milk equivalent. 
Of 
this amount 148.5 quarts were 
in the form of fresh milk. The 
rest was in the form of butter, 
cream , ice cream , cheese and 
other dairy products. This is 
another way of eating your milk. 
Milk is very important in the 
diet. 
It is very difficult to get 
the amount of calcium that is 
needed without using milk or 
milk products. 
Calcium is necessary to de­ 
velop bones and teeth. 
It 
is 
not lim ited to the growth periods 
for this mineral nutrient func­ 
tions throughout life in 
con­ 
traction of m uscles, excitation 
of nerves, clotting of 
blood, 
and 
maintenance of skeleton. 
A quart of milk gives over 
80 per cent of the recommended 
daily allowance of 
calcium 
65 per cent riboflavin, 
over 
60 per cent of phosphorus, over 
30 per cent protein, over 
30 
per cent niacin, 30 per cent of 
vitamin A, 18 per cent thiamine 
and 18 per cent of the calories 
needed. 
Cheese making is over 4,000 
years old. According to one of 
the several stories it started 
by accident. It seem s that some 
of the Arabs were in the habit 
of taking milk with them, stored 
in a pouch made of 
sheep's 
stom ach. One neglected to drink 
h is milk on the first part 
of 
the trip, when he opened 
his 
pouch, he discovered that the 
so lid s of the milk had con­ 
centrated 
into 
sm all curds 
which were floating into 
the 
liquid. He was im pressed with 
the delicious taste. 
The rennet from the 
sheeps 
stomach, the hot sun and the 
movement of the cam els, caused 
the milk to turn to cheese. The 
sam e principal is still 
used 
today - that is rennet, heat and 
agitation of milk. 
Cheese 
is 
made in 
most 
countries of the world. Most of 
the names of cheese have de­ 
veloped from the name of the 
town or community in which 
they were first made. 
For in­ 
stance the French made Roque­ 
fort, Camembert and 
others 
famous. The Italians, Romano, 
Parmesan and others. 
Most all varieties of cheese 
are made in the states. More 
than 400 types of cheese are 
minor variations of the 
18 
major varieties. 
Most cheese in this 
country 
is 
made of whole milk. 
It 
takes about four quarts 
or 10 
pounds of milk to make 
a 
pound of cheddar cheese. For 
certain types of cheese both

milk and cream are used. For 
other types, skim milk, whey 
or mixtures of all of 
these 
are used. Because of the many 
different 
ways 
of 
making 
cheese, it is difficult to com­ 
pare the food value in relation 
to milk, but one inch cube of 
cheddar cheese has about the 
sam e amount of calcium as 2/3 
cups of milk. 
Hard cheese can be kept 
in 
the refrigerator for several 
weeks. 
The secret is to keep 
It in the coldest place and keep 
it air-tight. 
If possible, use 
the original wrapper. 
The cut 
surface 
should 
be 
closely 
wrapped with plastic wrapping, 
wax paper and foil. 
Ends of cheese that may be­ 
come hard may be grated, put 
in an air-tight jar and used as 
a topping or garnish for other 
foods. 
Cheese 
spreads 
that 
come in jars should be stored 
in the refrigerator after they 
are opened. 
Soft cheeses, such as cottage 
or cream cheese should 
be 
used within a few days after 
they are purchased. 
Cheese is on the plentiful list. 
The total production of cheese 
for the first six months 
this 
year is 12 per cent above last. 
Because of the many varieties, 
there is some cheese that suits 
alm ost 
everyone's 
t a s t e . 
Cheese can be used as it 
is, 
mixed with other cheese, used 
with soups, 
vegetables 
or 
m eats. 
Most people like to try 
new ch eeses, and ways of using 
them.

Now Is a good time to apply 
chem icals for brush 
control 
purposes especially if you lim e 
in the cotton producing 
area 
of the county. 
2, 4-D and 2, 4, 5 - T are 
the chemicals most commonly 
used to kill brush in this area. 
Cotton is extremely susceptible 
to damage by both chemicals. 
The ester formulation of these 
chemicals is recommended for 
brush control, and this is the 
form that is most dangerous 
to use around cotton. 
The 
ester formulation of 
these 
chemicals 
is 
extremely 
volatile, and the 
drift from 
them 
can be 
expected 
to 
damage cotton for 
quite 
a 
distance 
during the growing 
season. 
1 have seen 
cotton 
damaged as much as one-fourth 
mile from where the chemical 
was applied, and either of these 
chemicals is capable of causing 
damage to cotton. So, as you 
can see, 2, 4-D and 2, 4, 5-T 
are, at best, dangerous chemi­ 
cals to use around cotton. Due 
to the risk involved, we think 
ntat winter ts% food time to 
‘-o f 
m the ' 
cotton 
producing area. 
Both 2, 4-D and 2, 4, 5-T 
will do an effective job of con­ 
trolling brush during any sea­ 
son of the year including that 
period when brush is in the dor­ 
mant stage. This is especially 
true of brush that is six feet 
tall or larger. 
Results of ap­ 
plying dormant treatments of 
these chemicals to 
smaller 
brush might be 
questionable 
as a foliage spray applied during 
the late spring or early summer 
will usually do a better job of 
controlling this small brush. 
Now, the question often arises 
as to which of the two chemi­ 
cals - 2, 4-D and 2,4,5-T will 
give the better brush 
control 
results. 
The answer to 
his 
question will depend upon the 
kind of brush you have. 2,4,-D 
is 
more 
effective on 
some 
species of brush, while 2, 4, 
5-T will do a better job 
of 
controlling other species. Gen­ 
erally speaking, in cases where 
you have a mixture of different 
kinds of brush, a mixture 
of 
2,4-D and 2, 4, 5-T which you 
can obtain commercially pre­ 
pared will probably be your best 
bet. 
How should these chemicals be 
applied? For brush and small 
trees ranging from six feet tall 
up to four inches in diameter, 
either a basal spray or 
stump 
treatment is recommended. By 
basal spray, we mean simply 
spraying 
the 
lower twelve 
inches of the trunk of the tree 
until the spray begins to 
run 
off. As the name implies, stump 
treatment means 
spraying the 
top and sides o' the stump as 
soon as possible after the tree 
is cut. 
For trees over 
tour 
inches in diameter at the base, 
either the stump treatment or 
a frill 
application is recom­ 
mended. To make a frill appli­ 
cation, simply hack a circle 
around the tree at the 
lowest 
practical height, hacking at 
a 
downward angel and prying the 
cuts open. 
Then, fill the frill 
with whichever chemical 
you 
use as soon as possible after 
the hacking. 
If you plan to control brush by 
the use of chemicals this year, 
we have two bulletins

you might like to see. One is 
a USDA bulletin which outlines 
information as to which chemi­

Farm Extension 
Center News

CHARLESTON - Soybeans are 
grown on more acres in South­ 
east Missouri than any other 
crop. In 1966, due to the poor 
cotton crop, soybeans ranked 
first in total crop value. Since 
the soybean acreage continues 
to go up each year farmers are 
searching for ways to increase 
yields. I believe the fertility 
level of the soil is one of the 
first items to check as we 
strive for higher yields. 
Check Lime Level First - 
Limestone 
is 
the 
first soil 
building practice to be consid­ 
ered 
in 
increasing 
soybean 
yields. Three important func­ 
tions of lime are (1) corrects 
soil acidity, (2) increases the 
effectiveness of applied ferti­ 
lizers, and (3) supplies cal­ 
cium 
and/or 
magnesium as 
plant foods. 
For optimum yields the pH 
should be maintained between 
6.0 and 
6.5. Additional lime, 
when needed, should be applied 
and worked into the soil six 
months to a year before plant­ 
ing. On soils with a pH of 5.0 
or below fertilizer is not gen­ 
erally recommended unless it 
is limed first. If lime is ap­ 
plied shortly before planting, 
yields are not always increased 
the first year. 
In experiments 
and demon­ 
strations the addition of 2 to 
4 tons of lime on acid to very 
acid soils as indicated by a 
soil test have increased yields 
from 6 to 12 bushels per acre. 
Phosphorus - A yield of 40 
bushels per acre removes about 
35 pounds of phosphate from the 
soil in the seed. Phosphorus 
gives soybeans a fast start and 


helps them get ahead oi weeds. 
Phosphorus deficiency is not 
readily seen but deficient beans 
in this 
element are usually 
stunted and have small stem s. 
Most of the soils in our area 
are well supplied with phospho­ 
ru s at the present time. How­ 
ever, because soils vary great­ 
ly in fertility a soil test should 
be made of each field. Soy­ 
beans can salvage and utilize 
residual 
plant 
foods in the 
soil. If residual phosphorus is 
unavailable, 
s o y b e a n s will 
“ m ine" the soil. 
Thirty to sixty pounds of phos­ 
phate per acre should be ap­ 
plied to soils testing low to 
very low in available phosphate. 
On soils that test medium, an 
application 
of phosphate 
is 
questionable. Whe n the soil 
tests high to very high there 
is generally no yield advant­ 
age 
from the application of 
phosphate. 
Phosphate 
should always be 
applied in a band on extrem e­ 
ly acid soils. It should be band­ 
ed 3 to 4 inches to the side 
and below the seed at or prior 
to planting. If the pH is 6.0 
or 
above, 
phosphate can be 
broadcast with minimum loss 
occuring. 
Potassium - A yield of 40 
bushels 
removes 
about 
5 5 
pounds of potash from the soil 
in the seed. Potassium-hungry 
plants show yellowing along leaf 
edges and stunted growth. 
Next to lime, potassium is the 
most deficient plant food ele­ 
ment in most of our soils. Many 
experiments have been conduct­ 
ed on different soil types. Yields 
have been increased up to 14 
bushels per acre with small ap­ 
plications of potash. 
Potash can be banded 3 to 4 
inches beside and below the 
seed, or broadcast and plowed 
down. Thirty to sixty pounds of 
actual potash should be applied 
annually on soils testing low 
to very low in available potas­ 
sium. If recommended rates are 
above 60 pounds per acre, part 
or all should be broadcast. Oa 
soils testing medium or above, 
an application of potash is ques­ 
tionable. 
Fertilizing Preceding Crop - 
Soybeans can utilize residual or 
carryover 
fertilizer. 
Where 
beans follow a crop which has 
been well fertilized - cotton, 
corn, or small grain - they can 
usually feed on the fertilizer 
which was left behind. This is 
still one of the best ways of 
supplying fei'tilizer to beans. 
If this method is selected, re­ 
member i hat extra phosphate 
and potash should bo applied to 
the preceding crop.

Strike 29 
Times Year 


NEW 
MADRID - M issouri 
ranks among the top five states 
with the number of tornadoes 
reported. 
If tliis is an average year, Mis­ 
souri will have 29 tomatoes hi 
1967. That has been the annual 
average in the state over the 
past 12 years, according to in­ 
formations received by Bert 
Robbins, County Extension Di­ 
rector from Miss Audra Rob­ 
ertson, emergency prepared­ 
ness specialist at the Universi­ 
ty of M issouri Extension Di­ 
vision. 
And if history repeats itself, 
Missouri will have more torna­ 
does from March through June 
than In any other months. 
During this period the aver­ 
age number of tornadoes per 
months is: March, 4.37; April, 
4.81; May, 7.39; and June, 4.06. 
September is the next highest- 
frequency month, with an aver­ 
age of 1.99 tornadoes. Torna­ 
does can occur in any month. 
The 1967 season has gotten 
off to an unusual start. Nine 
tornadoes were reported dur­ 
ing January, a month that has 
averaged less than one torna­ 
do per year in the past. 
Within the state, counties in 
the northwestern and western 
areas are more likely to lie hit 
by tornadoes than counties in 
the eastern half. 
The state is outranked in the 
number of tornadoes only by 
Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas, and 
Nebraska. 
Tornadoes 
occur 
in all 50 
states, and in many parts of 
the world. But no area is more 
favorable for their formation 
than the plains of North Amer­ 
ica. 
No season is completely free 
of them. Normally, the number 
of tornadoes is lowest in the 
United States during December 
and January. 
In February, when tornado fre­ 
quency begins to increase, the 
center of maximum activity lies 
over the central Gulf states. 
As the season advances, the 
center of activity works north­ 
ward. 
The reason for this drift, ac­ 
cording to the Weather Bureau, 
dfe-the iricTeasinp pehetralioAi kjf 
warm, moist air while contrast­ 
ing cool, dry air still surges 
down from the north. Tornadoes 
are generated with greatest fre ­ 
quency where these air masses 
collide. 
Many theories have teen ad­ 
vanced as to what is necessary 
to generate a tornado, and none 
has won general acceptance. 
But there is no question on the 
destructive effects of these vio­ 
lent stormy.. The dark fume! of 
a tornado can do'v:r»y °.oUi 
bandings, crush aalomobiles, 
uproot large trees, and hurl 
people and animals 
or hun­ 
dreds o' yards.

1966 M issouri crop of soybeans 
rated the number one spot as a 
cash crop. This was not due to 
high yields but to high acreage. 
The same was true in the M is­ 
souri Delta counties. 
Now is the time to make plans 
to give soybeans the attention 
they 
deserve 
to 
get higher 
yields. And speaking of yields, 
the average per acre was under 
25 bushels in Pemiscot and 
Dunklin Counties in 1966 and 
only 
slighly te tte r when 20 
bushels per acre in 1965. 
WHERE DO WE START? 
FIRST get a soil test to find 


out whether or not lim e, pot­ 
ash or phosphate are needed. 
If so add them. 
SECOND choose a variety of 
pure high quality seed to suit 
the particular field. 
On good sandy loam soil the 
early varieties, Clark 63, Scott 
and Kent made 46 bushels plus 
over a four year period at the 
experiment station near Port- 
agevllle. 
Mid - season beans, 
Hill and Dare made 44 bushels 
plus for the same four years. 
Full season varieties, Hood, 
Ogden and Lee made a four 
year average yield of 40 bush­ 
els plus. 
On gumbo soil at the Portage - 
ville station, Hill made highest 
(37.8 bu.) average of the four­ 
teen 
varieties 
tested for 3 
years. Dare made an average 
of 37.9 bushels per acre for 
the two years it was tested. 
Now, these soils were limed 
and were not Infested with root 
knot or cyst nematodes. 
If you have sim ilar soil you 
should be able to equal or ex­ 
ceed these yields. 
If you have a bad infestation 
of cyst nematodes you might 
consider planting a crop other 
than soybeans until next year 
when you can get Pickett, a 
cyst nematode resistant varie­ 
ty to plant. 
If you have root knot nema­ 
todes you should avoid planting 
the Scott variety. 
If you have a field where soy­ 
beans lodged badly in the past, 
you most likely have a bad in­ 
festation of phytophtora root 
rot. This would be the place 
to plant Clark 63 which is re ­ 
sistant to this disease. 
T H I R D , use weed control 
methods to eliminate compete- 
tion of weeds and grass. 
FOURTH, plant your beans in 
May or early June on a well 
prepared seed bed. 
FIFTH, innoculate the beans 
with good fresh legume bac­ 
teria. 
SIXTH, cultivate shallow to 
avoid root cutting. 
SEVENTH, protect the crop 
from Insect damage. 
EIGH, use car In harvesting 
to get all the beans you pro­ 
duce to market.

The constitution is still sub* 
ject to change. The Saigon m ili­ 
tary Junta has the right to re ­ 
view Its 117 statutes during the 
next 30 days and to send it back 
to the Constituent A ssem bly. 
Amendments suggested by the 
Junta can be turned down only 
by a two • th ird s vote of the As­ 
sem bly. 
P residential elections a re to 
be held in Vietnam six months 
after the constitution’s prom ul­ 
gation. 
L egislative elections 
a re prom ised within a year after 
balloting for president. 
The assem bly began working 
on the constitution la st Septem ­ 
ber. It provides for a blend of 
presidential and parliam entary 
form s of governm ent, an Inde­ 
pendent Judiciary and a two- 
house National Assem bly. 
A president elected by univer­ 
sal and direct adult suffrage 
will appoint a prim e m inister 
who would choose a Cabinet. 
The low er house has the power 
to oust Cabinet m em bers on 
votes of confidence. 
Assem blym en said Ky had 
asked them to vote for the final 
adoption of the draft constitu­ 
tion by tonight, rath er than by 
March 17 as scheduled, so that 
he could take it to his meeting 
with Johnson.

There has been considerable 
speculation that Johnson might 
use the occasion of his Guam 
visit to elevate Gen. W illiam C. 
W estm oreland to full command­ 
er of all Am erican forces in 
Southeast A sia. But officials 
said they do not expect such a 
developm ent. 
They also said they don’t 
think 
W estm oreland 
would 
choose this occasion to ask for 
m ore tro o p s. But they said that 
was a m atter for the general to 
decide. 
The White House said Johnson 
hoped to take off on his 18-hour, 
one-stop flight to Guam around 
midnight after spending all day 
and evening courting the na­ 
tion’s governors. 
P erhaps for security reaso n s, 
there was no word on whether 
Johnson’s big jet would make a 
refueling stop in Alaska or Ha­ 
w aii. M oreover, nothing was 
being 
said here about where 
Johnson would be quartered on 
Guam., which is little m ore than 
an A m erican m ilitary bastion. 


The President will meet with 
top American civilian and mili­ 
tary leaders based in Vietnam 
and with P rem ier Nguyen Cao 
Ky and many of the other gen­ 
era ls making up the m ilitary 
junta that holds power in Sai­ 
gon. Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk and Secretary of Defense 
Rol>ert S. McNamara also will 
be on hand.

indicated, likely 
would deal with changes in the 
Vietnam “ pacification” effort — 
the attem pt to claim ground 
from the Com munists and make 
a sta rt toward enlisting the in­ 
te re st of the inhabitants in el­ 
emental dem ocracy. 
One official said the Guam 
meeting has taken on special 
im portance because of the im­ 
pending replacem ent of Ambas­ 
sador Henry Cabot Lodge by 
Ellsw orth Bunker, 72-year old 
diplom atic trouble-shooter. 
The top civilian leadership in 
Saigon on the American side 
will be reshuffled in the weeks 
ahead and, one top official said, 
a central point of the Guam 
talks would be to have “ the old 
team and the new take stock 
together.”

P orter will be 
replaced soon by Eugene Locke, 
now am bassador to Pakistan.

A number of American civil­ 
ian officials at lower levels a re 
in line for rotation to other a s­ 
signm ents. 


Just why Johnson has decided 
on such a far-reaching turnover 
of civilian personnel at this tim e 
has yet to be explained. 
Officials insisted, however, 
that there would be no overnight 
changing of the guard — that 
the new men would be “ phased 
in” over a period of weeks. 
They said the objective was to 
achieve a smooth transition. 
Another big m ystery concerns 
the future of the pacification 
program . 
Asked why Johnson decided to 
fly all the way to G uam ,instead 
of to Honolulu w here he met Ky, 
Lodge and W estm oreland 13 
months ago, one White House 
source said: “ It’s a good busi­ 
ness-like place.

Shaw Faces Trial for Conspiracy 


NEW ORLEANS, L a. (AP) — 
A three- judge panel ruled in a 
prelim inary hearing Friday that 
wealthy retired business leader 
Clay L . Shaw should become the 
first man to stand trial con­ 
cerning the assassination of 
P resident John F . Kennedy. 
In ordering the tria l for Shaw 
on a charge of conspiracy to 
m urder the president, Judge 
B ernard J. Bagert said at the 
conclusion of the four-day hear­ 
ing, “ This court finds sufficient 
evidence has been presented to 
establish probable cause that a 
crim e has been com m itted.” 
The ruling cam e on Shaw’s 
54th birthday. 
The decision was a first-round 
victory for gun-toting Jim G ar­ 
rison, this town’s 6 -foot-5 dis­ 
tric t 
attorney. 
G arrison 
startled the world a month ago 
with a statem ent tliat 
he had 
“ solved” 
the 
Kennedy a s­ 
sassination, would make 
a r­ 
re s ts , and would obtain convic­ 
tions. 
G arrison, unorthodox and con­ 
troversial in his five years as 
d istrict attorney, took an unusu­ 
al step in asking for the prelim i­ 
nary hearing — a tactic usually 
reso rted to by defense law yers. 
The next step: 
“ I will file a bill of inform a­ 
tion,” 
G arrison 
drawled to 
newsmen shortly after the panel 
announced its unanimous deci­ 
sion. He would not say when the 
action would be taken. 
A rraignm ent and trial came 
afterw ard. No dates w ere set. 
“ The district attorney selects 
the date and tim e a person will 
be trie d ,” said Judge Bagert, 
who had asked two of his fellow 
Crim inal D istrict Court judges 
to sit with him at the prelim i­ 
nary hearing because of its im ­ 
portance. 
“ The state has six years to 
prove this ca se ,” said defense 
attorney W illiam Wegmann, in 
his im passioned plea to the 
court to throw out the charges. 
After the decision, Bill Gur- 
vich, chief investigator for Gar- 
rigon’s office, told newsmen: 
“ We won. If we had needed 
m ore 
goods we would have 
brought them in.” 
P erry 
Raymond Russo, 25, 
was G arrison’s sta r w itness. 
R usso, a Baton Rouge insurance 
salesm an, told the court he was 


present in the New O rleans 
apartm ent of David W. F errie 
in 
mid-September 
1963 and 
heard 
L ee 
Harvey Oswald, 
Shaw and F errie plotting to a s ­ 
sassinate Kennedy. 
The plan, Russo testified, in­ 
volved “ triangulation of c ro ss­ 
fire ,” diversionary shooting, a 
possible flight to Mexico and 
Cuba, the sacrificing of one man 
as a scapegoat to perm it the 
others to escape. 
Of the three alleged conspira. 
to rs, only Shaw, who stepped 
down as managing d irector of 
the International Trade M art 
here 16 months ago, is alive. 
Oswald was shot fatally by Jack 
Ruby, in the Dallas police sta­ 
tion two days after the Nov. 22, 
1963 assassination of Kennedy. 
F e rrie , form er airlin es pilot 
with a homosexual reco rd , was 
found dead in bed last Feb. 22. 
The coroner ruled his death re ­ 
sulted from natural causes — an 
aneurysm of a blood vessel in 
the brain. 
Shaw, a rugged 6-foot-2, gray­ 
haired man with erect m ilitary 
bearing, was calm and stoic 
when the decision was read. 
Deepening lines in his face 
and bloodshot eyes, however, 
showed the strain he has been 
under since his a rre s t M arch 1. 
When a rrested , Shaw called 
G arrison’s charge “ fantastic” . 
He denied having any part In a 
conspiracy and said, “ I am 
com pletely innocent of any such 
charg es.” 
The 
W arren 
Com m ission 
found that Oswald was the a s­ 
sassin of Kennedy, but the New 
O rleans judges refused to adm it 
the com m ission’s report as evi­ 
dence in the hearing. 
“ Tliis report is fraught with 
h earsay. Hearsay four or five 
tim es rem oved,” Judge Bagert 
said Wednesday in announcing 
the 2-1 vote on rejecting the 
com m ission’s findings. 
G arrison produced two wit­ 
nesses who linked Sliaw and 
Oswald, New Orleans born ex- 
M arlne who defected to the So­ 
viet Union, then returned after 
three y ears. 
Oswald, the W arren report 
documented, was in New O r­ 
leans from early April 1963 un­ 
til Sept. 25, 1963. 
Vernon Bundy, 29, an adm it­ 
ted narcotics addict, walked 


over to Shaw in court Friday 
and put his hand over the ac­ 
cused’s head, identifying him as 
the man he saw with Oswald 
here on the Lake Pontchartrain 
seaw all. 
N either Bundy nor Russo te s­ 
tified before the W arren Com­ 
m ission. They w ere not ques­ 
tioned by federal agents in the 
case, either. 
UjS \tty . Gen. Ramsay C lark 
said Shaw was investigated by 
the FBI and cleared of any part 
in the assassination. Shaw said 
e a rlie r this month he was not 
aw are of any FBI probe of his 
activities. 
F e rrie gave a statem ent to 
the FBI shortly after the a s sa s­ 
sination. G arrison had a rrested 
him briefly three days after the 
slaying in D allas. 
The W arren Com mission said 
it had found no evidence that 
Oswald was involved with any 
person or group in a conspiracy, 
but it noted: “ Because of the 
difficulty of proving negatives 
to a certainty the possibility of 
others being involved. . .cannot 
be established categorically.” 
The court released Shaw on 
his present $10,000 bond which 
Shaw posted several hours after 
his M arch 1 a rre s t by G arrison. 
Russo said he knew Oswald as 
“ Leon Oswald” and' Shaw as 
“ Clem B ertrand.” 
Russo adm itted he had been 
hypnotized th ree tim es while 
being interrogated by G arri­ 
son’s aides. 
D r. Esmond F atter, a physi­ 
cian and hypnosis expert, te sti­ 
fied Friday he had given Russo 
a post-hypnotic suggestion “ to 
present the truth, the whole 
truth and nothing but the tr uth 
and to be calm ,cool and collect­ 
ed.” 
Shaw's attorneys filed m ore 
than 50 form al exceptions dur­ 
ing 
the 
hearing, laying the 
groundwork for possible ap­ 
peals. The exhaustive testim ony 
on hypnotism and use of sodium 
pentothal — the so-called truth 
serum 
— drew a continuing 
stream of defense objections. 
Such testim ony, argued de­ 
fense attorney F . Irving Dy- 
inond, would not be perm itted in 
a tria l. He said the prosecution 
was trying “ to slip it in the 
back door” by getting it into the 
record of the prelim inary h ea r­ 
ing.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
nation's governors converge on 
the White House today with Re­ 
publicans among them seem ing­ 
ly determ ined to avoid voicinga 
new support for President John­ 
son's Vietnam policies. 
There had been indications 
Johnson might seek a resolution 
from the governors endorsing 
his war policies. They have giv­ 
en him such public backing in 
the past, and one today would 
coincide with his trip to Guam 
to discuss the w ar. 
But Republican governors, at 
a meeting Friday night, appar­ 
ently moved to head off a show­ 
down on the politically touchy 
issue. 
The Wnite House said all but 5 
of the 54 state and te rrito ria l 
governor accepted presidential 
invitations for a day of socializ­ 
ing and serious business. This 
made it about the biggest and 
longest of seven sessions John­ 
son has held with groups of gov­ 
ern o rs. 
The P resident slated this one 
for the day of his midnight take­ 
off for Guam and consultations 
with his m ilitary com m ander in 
Vietnam, his old and new diplo­ 
matic team there and South 
Vietnamese lead ers. 
Whether th ere w asanypartic 
ular significance in the tim ing 
of tills get-together with the 
state chief executives was a 
m atter of unanswered conjec­ 
tu re. But on past occasions the 
governors have given Johnson 
bipartisan votes of confidence 
on Vietnam. 
The day-long briefings on do­ 
m estic and international m at­ 
te rs , including the war beyond 
the P acific, w ere assigned to 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk, 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara and other Cabinet 
m em bers 
and officials. 
The 
windup is a black tie dinner to ­ 
night for governors and w ives- 
and in one instance for a gover­ 
nor and husband, L urleen and 
George A. W allace of Alabam a. 
The lady governor gets to sit 
in on all the official briefings. 
But her ex-governor husband ' 
got no invitation to a beautifica­ 
tion tour, luncheon and movie 
M rs. Johnson set up for wives. 
Johnson may have warm ed up 
the clim ate for morning brief­ 
ings on strengthening and im ­ 
proving relations 
between fed­ 
eral, state and local govern­ 
ments.

Spalding asked persons attend­ 
ing to identify the problem s of 
farm ers and agribusiness men 
in Southeast M issouri. 
The task of the state cham ber 
is to take a look at the prob­ 
lem s and see If it can form 
action program s to solve them. 
Sim ilar m eetings have been held 
In St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Springfield. 
Problem s common to this area 
related at the meeting included; 
farm labor supply; im balance or 
undiversified farm ing; Inability 
of young men to obtain 
fi­ 
nancing to sta rt farm ing; state 
sales taxes; and the image of the 
farm er. 
F arm ers and agribusinessm en 
have been th eir own w orst ene­ 
m ies in conveying a favorable 
image of agriculture to the pub­ 
lic, Spalding said. 
“ We downgrade ourselves in 
the eyes of our children and 
others when we say we are just 
a farm er,” he said. 
The problem of image is tied 
to the farm labor problem , he 
continued. 
“ A good farm hand oftentim es 
is m ore skilled than an a s s is ­ 
tant forem an at manufacturing 
plants. He is a valuable man to 
the 
operation, but who knows 
it?” Spalding asked. 
“ Perhaps the state Cham ber 
can work on this problem of im ­ 
age. It could be approached as a 
problem of people, rath e r than a 
problem of the farm er. The bus- 
ness of the farm er Is to de­ 
liver food to people, and he Is 
doing a better job of It now than 
ever before. Not too long ago, 
the farm er made as much as 39 
cents on the dollar paid 
for 
food. Today he makes about 14 
per cent. 
“ In the last five years farm s 
have increased in size by about 
one-third, and prospects Indi­ 
cated that the size of farm s will 
increase by another one-third In 
the next five y ears.” 
“ F arm e rs are becoming fewer 
and bigger, and things will prob­ 
ably get w orse before they get 
b etter,” Arlene Avery, 
New 


Madrid, said. 
The average age of farm ers in 
M issouri is 
59, Avery 
said. 
Few er young men are willing 
to try farm ing today because the 
wages offered by industry are 
m ore inviting. There is less 
risk , and faster immediate r e ­ 
turns realized by young 
men 
working In factories and plants 
than on the farm. 
Y ears ago a young man faced 
sim ilar problem s of hard work 
for several years before 
he 
could expect to make a farm 
pay, but he did not have the a l­ 
ternatives he has now, Spald­ 
ing said. 
One of the main reasons farm 
labor 
Is becoming harder to 
keep 
Is government program s 
that 
offer the laborer more 
money to learn a trade, than he 
can make on the farm , a m em ­ 
ber of the audience said 
Crops in this area require at­ 
tention only a few months of the 
year. Ground is being prepared 
for planting now. After corn, 
cotton and soybean planting Is 
com pleted 
in June, laborers 
will have it easy for about two 
months until harvest tim e. 
After harvest season, the la ­ 
b o rer again will not have much 
work for several months. To 
keep 
a 
good farm hand, the 
farm er has to pay him during 
both his productive and 
non­ 
productive months. 
Buford Baber, president of Ba­ 
ber Feed and Seed Co., related 
som e of the peculiarities 
of 
the M issouri sales tax when ap­ 
plied to farm chem icals. The tax 
is not charged to farm ers when 
he uses a certain chem ical on 
soli, rath e r than on the crop. 
Yet the tax Is applied if he uses 
the sam e chem ical for treating 
the seed, he said. 
Spalding 
said the 
cham ber 
could help with legislation and 
sales tax. 
The m inutes of the m eeting will 
be review ed at an April 6 m eet­ 
ing of the state cham ber of com ­ 
m erce's agriculture council In 
Jefferson City. 
About 100 of the best qualiflfed 
agriculture 
and agribusiness 
men In the state will be named

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
political c a re e r and reputation 
of Sen. Thom as J . Dodd hang In 
the balance as the Senate ethics 
com m ittee secretly weighs ac­ 
cusations of financial wrongdo­ 
ing against him . 
The com m ittee's public probe 
of Dodd — the first Senate pro­ 
ceeding of its kind since the Mc­ 
Carthy e ra — ended Friday with 
the Connecticut Dem ocrat say­ 
ing “ my conscience is c le a r.” 
Em otionally but quietly, the 
w hite-haired Dodd told the com­ 
m ittee: 
“ I don't believe any 
man is going to look me in the 
eye and say I’ve done w rong.” 
On that note the com m ittee 
adjourned after five days of tak­ 
ing testim ony that dealt p ri­ 
m arily 
with allegations that 
Dodd used contributions to tils 
political cam paigns 
for 
p er­ 
sonal expenses. 
An e a rlie r round of hearings 
last sum m er explored his re la ­ 
tionship with Chicago public 
relations man Julius Klein, a 
reg istered agent for West G er­ 
man business in te rests. Dodd is 
accused of making several trip s 
to G erm any to help Klein retain 
clients th e re . 
The ethics com m ittee, com­ 
posed of th ree Dem ocrats and 
three Republicans, may meet 
next week but Chairm an John 
Stennis, D -M iss., said it will lie 
“ som e w eeks, at le a st” 
be­ 
fore it rep o rts its findings and 
recom m endations to the Sen­ 
ate. 
A wide range of possibilities Is 
open. It could find Dodd had 
done nothing im proper, or it 
could recom m end a reprim and, 
censure, or expulsion from the 
Senate. It also could call for 
action against him by the Jus­ 
tice D epartm ent. 
But the 59-year-old senator, 
after undergoing m ore than two 
hours of questioning, told the 
com m ittee he is sure he’s done 
nothing wrong. 
There w ere som e indications 
tliat the com m ittee may go be­ 
yond the Dodd case itself in its 
report ami Incorporate propos­ 
als for a code of ethics for sena­ 
to rs and Senate em ployes and 
overhauling the corrupt p rac­ 
tices act and other laws dealing 
with cam paign financing. 
However, it was understood 
no decision on tills has been 
reached. 
The com m ittee had 
started work on recom m enda­ 
tions of tills nature before It 
launched Its investigation of 


Dodd’s affairs a little over a 
year ago. 
Once the rep o rt is subm itted, 
the Senate itself will assum e 
responsibility for what is done 
about it. 
The House also is w restling 
with the problem of ethics in a 
sequel to its recent refusal to 
seat H arlem Dem ocrat Adam 
Clayton Powell. 
The late Sen. Joseph R. Mc­ 
Carthy, R-W is., was the last 
mem ber of the Senate involved 
in a censure proceeding. In 1954 
his conduct was criticized by a 
67-2£ vote of the Senate at a spe­ 
cial session. 
McCarthy was only the fourth 
m ember In Senate history to 
suffer an official rebuke from 
ids colleagues. 
Dodd, testifying mostly in a 
low, soft voice, maintained that 
a se rie s of testim onial affairs 
between 1961 and 1965 w ere not 
to ra ise campaign funds for him 
but to provide him with money 
to meet debts and what he 
called “ personal- political” ex­ 
penses. 
He said persons who bought 
tickets to the testim onials that 
raised nearly $190,000 
knew 
they were making a gift to him . 
Dodd testified he “ got in the 
hole” financially in 1956 when 
he first ran for the Senate —

P residential elections a re to 
be held In Vietnam six months 
after the constitution's prom ul­ 
gation.

The assem bly began working 
on the constitution last Septem­ 
ber. It provides for a blend of 
presidential and parliam entary' 
form s of governm ent, an Inde­ 
pendent judiciary and a two- 
house National Assem bly. 
A president elected by univer­ 
sal and d irect adult suffrage 
will appoint a prim e m inister 
who would choose a Cabinet. 
The low er house has the power 
to oust Cabinet m em bers on 
votes of confidence.

WASHINGTON (AP) — P re s i­ 
dent Johnson em barks tonight 
on his 
second trans • Pacific 
journey in five months - s t r i v ­ 
ing once more to em phasize 
his dedication to the w orks of 
peace in Vietnam.

G arrison 
startled the world a month ago 
with a statem ent ttiat 
he had 
“ solved" 
the 
Kennedy a s ­ 
sassination, would nuke 
a r ­ 
re sts, and would obtain convic­ 
tions. 
G arriso n , unorthodox and con­ 
tro v ersial in his five years as 
district attorney, tookanunusu­ 
al step in asking for the prelim i­ 
nary hearing — a tactic usually 
reso rted to by defense law yers.

Shaw in court Friday 
his hand over the ac­ 
cused's head, identifying him as 
the man he saw with Oswald 
here on the L ake P ontclurtrain 
seaw all. 
N either Bundy nor Russo te s­ 
tified before the W arren Com­ 
m ission. They were not ques­ 
tioned by federal agents in the 
case, e ith e r. 

Gen. Ramsay C lark 
said Shaw was investigated by 
tlie FBI and cleared of any part 
in the assassination.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
political ca re e r and reputation 
of Sen. Thomas J . Dodd hang in 
the balance as the Senate ethics 
com m ittee secretly weighs a c ­ 
cusations of financial wrongdo­ 
ing against him . 
The com m ittee's public probe 
of Dodd — the first Senate pro- 
seeding of its kind since the Mc­ 
Carthy era — ended Friday with 
the Connecticut Dem ocrat say­ 
ing “ my conscience is c le a r.” 
Em otionally but quieUy, the 
w hite-haired Dodd told the com ­ 
m ittee: “ I don't believe any 
man is going to look me in the 
eye and say I’ve done w rong." 
On that note the com m ittee 
adjourned after five days of tak­ 
ing testim ony that dealt p ri­

with allegations that 
Dodd used contributions to his 
political cam paigns 
for

sonal expenses. 
An e a rlie r round of hearings 
la st sum m er explored Ills rela - 
tionstiip with Chicago public 
relations man Julius Klein, a 
reg istered agent for West G er­ 
man business in te rests. Dodd is 
accused of making several trip s 
to Germ any to help Klein retain 
clients th e re . 
H ie ethics com m ittee, com ­ 
posed of th ree D em ocrats and

The “Main St.” of his 
novel of the same name ran through a town he 
called Gopher Prairie. It is a thinly-disguised 
version of Lewis’ boyhood home town, Sauk 
Centre, Minn. 
To iay Sauk Centre is a bustling trading town 
of 3,700 and the big green, reflective street-name 
signs - the best available - read “Original 
Main St.” 
There’s even an intersection 
with 
“Sinclair Lewis Avenue.” 
Farmers in the area, who once wer^ snowbound 
through much of the grim Minnesota winter, now 
get to town on all-weather roads. U.S. Routes 
71 and 52 meet in Sauk Centre, and Interstate 
Route 94 will pass just south of town. When 
it’s completed, Minneapolis-St. Paul, with its 
theaters, museums and other attractions, will be 
less than two hours away.

“ We try harder.” The little 
guy approach. 
The 
David 
bravely 
facing 
Goliath. 
It 
worked beautifully, and Avis 
bookings rose. 
So Hertz responded with mas­ 
terful sarcasm . 
“ We have a 
competitor who says he tries 
harder. 
When you can’t think 
of anything better to say, that’s 
a pretty good thing to say.” Or; 
“ Our competitor says he’s only 
No. 2. 
That’s hard to argue 
with.” 
Avis countered by noting with 
glee the “Get tough with Avis” 
ads. So a few weeks ago Hertz 
came out with a picture showing 
a smiling Hertz girl with her 
arm around a pretty Avis girl. 
“ Aha!” 
read 
the caption. 
We’ll bet you thought this was 
another ’Get tough with Avis’ 
ad.”

New York: - White House 
forces have unleashed an early 
campaign against Fortress Ken­ 
nedy to “ neutralize Bobby” by 
surrounding him with United 
Nations 
Ambassador 
Arthur 
Golberg. 
There’s far more strategy 
than spleen in this offensive. 
President Johnson is — as, in­ 
deed, were Harry Truman and 
Franklin Roosevelt, to my own 
firsthand 
knowledge - deeply 
concerned 
over his party’s 
ability to carry the pivotal New 
York State in the ‘68 elections. 
Mr. Johnson does not believe 
Sen. Kennedy can swing it for 
him or the party. 
Presidential 
tacticians and 
Mr. Johnson himself are re ­ 
ported querying knowledgeable 
Sew Yorkers 
who 
visit 
the 
White House •• and they 
are 
;onvinced 
that Robert Ken­ 
nedy’s machine now will lose 
even the labor vote in the big 
race. 
They fear heavy labor defec­ 
tions to the Republicans 
next 
year. They have some mighty

“ intelligence” on

Back in the 1920’s, author Sinclair Lewis poked 
some not-so-gentle fun at the folkways of small 
town life in America. 
The ‘‘Main St.” of his 
novel of the same name ran through a town he 
called Gopher Prairie. It is a thinly-disguised 
version of Lewis* boyhood home town, Sauk 
Centre, Minn. 
To lay Sauk Centre is a bustling trading town 
of 3,700 and the big green, reflective street-nam e 
signs - the best available - read ‘‘Original 
Main St.” 
There’s cv; n an intersection 
with 
‘‘Sinclair Lewis Avenue.” 
Farm ers in the area, who once wer** snowbound 
through much of the grim Mi nae sot v iUr, now 
get to town on all-weather roads. U.S. Routes 
71 and 52 meet in Sauk Centre, and Interstate 
Route 94 will pass just south of town. When 
it’s completed, Minneapolis-St. Paul, with its 
theaters, museums and other attractions, will be 
less than two hours away.

The average pencil will write a line 35 miles 
long, or 45,000 words. 
Round pencils are the most restful for the hand 
and fingers. 
A pencil can be sharpened as much as 17 
tim es. 
Unsharpened, 
the 
standard pencil is seven 
inches long. 
Products from 25 countries, from Mexico to 
Madagascar, are used in the manufacture of pen­ 
cils.

7,353 WAR DEAD - 42,734 WOUNDED 
Recent news from Vietnam concerns U.S. 
casualties and even then the American people 
got a mixed report. 
During the four-day Tet truce, American 
casualties since the beginning passed the 50,000 
mark - 7,353 dead, 52,734 wounded. These do 
not include more than 400 fliers killed or cap­ 
tured in North Vietnam. 
U.S. casualties for the week of the truce totaled 
1,122 including 107 killed. 
The count of American dead and wounded is 
multiplied many tim es by the Vietnamese cas­ 
ualties, both north and south. 
These random statistics are a grim reminder 
that this war is one of the ugliest. To dawdle 
in as deadly a war as this is inexcusable.

One of America’s most-used 
mid-century words Is “ Image.** 
“ Image” merely means im­ 
pression, hopefully favorable. 
It may be applied to commodi­ 
ties, institutions or men. 
In 
advertising it differs 
from 
“ hardsell.” It doesn’t discuss 
the specifications or the price. 
It seeks instead to convince a 
potential customer that 
the 
seller is his friend. 
Usually 
the seller does it by appealing 
to the buyer’s admiration, more 
rarely by seeking his sympathy. 
In 
the hilarious advertising 
battle between the Hertz and 
Avis rent-a-car people we have 
seen both approaches, and, re­ 
cently, a shifting of ground in 
which each has moved toward 
the other’s original position. 
Hertz started out trumpeting 
its superiority. 
Most cars, 
most agencies. Wherever you 
were, Hertz could put you in 
the driver’s seat. The success 
ploy. 
The admiration angle. 
Avis replied by blandly con­ 
fessing that it was only No. 2. 
“ We try harder.” The little 
guy approach. 
The 
David 
bravely 
facing 
Goliath. 
It 
worked beautifully, and Avis 
bookings rose. 
So Hertz responded with mas­ 
terful sarcasm. 
“ We have a 
competitor who says he tries 
harder. 
When you can’t think 
of anything better to say, that’s 
a pretty good thing to say.” Or; 
“Our competitor says he’s only 
No. 2. 
That’s hard to argue 
with.” 
Avis countered by noting with 
glee the “Get tough with Avis” 
ads. So a few weeks ago Hertz 
came out with a picture showing 
a smiling Hertz girl with her 
arm around a pretty Avis girl. 
“ Alia!” 
read 
the caption. 
We'll bet you thought this was 
anottier ‘Get tough with Avis’ 
ad.’’ 
And there followed 
a 
low-key sales pitch urging 
a 
rental from Hertz instead of 
one “ from our dear friends 
down the street.” 
This accomplished two things. 
The blatant 
Insincerity drew 
laughs. 
At the same 
time,

The 
inspired ads of Volkswagen set 
Americans to laughing, not at, 
but with.

tile other end of the spectrum, 
never mentions its motor. 
It 
stiffly sells prestige. 
The search for an appealing

KENNETT - Milk is one 
of 
the oldest known foods. 
Rec­ 
ords exist of cows being milked 
9000 B.C. Hippocrates recom ­ 
mended milk as a medicine five 
centuries before Christ. 
When Christopher 
Columbus 
came to America there were no 
cows, but on his second voyage 
in 1495 he brought tattle and 
other farm animals to the is­ 
lands of the West Indies. 
The Pilgrims made a mistake 
of not bringing cows and the lack 
of milk was said to have a 
bearing on the high death rate, 
especially among the children. 
Cows 
were 
required to 
be 
brought on later ships. 
At one time milk cows were 
found on almost every 
farm. 
Today, fewer farm s have cows, 
and most of the milk that goes 
to the market, is from a dairy 
farm, which produces Grade A 
milk. 
About 14 per cent of the food 
dollar, went for milk and milk 
products in 1959. The Average 
civilian consumed 339 quarts 
of 
fluid milk equivalent. 
Of 
this amount 148.5 quarts were 
in the form of fresh milk. The 
re st was in the form of butter, 
cream , ice cream , cheese and 
other dairy products. This is 
another way of eating your milk. 
Milk is very important in the 
diet. 
It is very difficult to get 
the amount of calcium that is 
needed without using milk or 
milk products. 
Calcium is necessary to de­ 
velop bones and teeth. 
It 
is 
not lim ited to the growth periods 
for this mineral nutrient func­ 
tions throughout life in

traction of muscles, excitation 
of nerves, clotting of 
blood, 
and maintenance of skeleton. 
A quart of milk gives over 
80 per cent of the recommended 
daily allowance of 
calcium 
65 per cent riboflavin, 
over 
60 per cent of phosphorus, over 
30 per cent protein, over 
30 
per cent niacin, 30 per cent of 
vitamin A, 18 per cent thiamine 
and 18 per cent of the calories 
needed. 
Cheese making is over 4,000 
years old. According to one of 
the several stories it started 
by accident. It seems that some 
of the Arabs were in the habit 
of taking milk with them, stored 
in a pouch made of 
sheep's 
stomach. One neglected to drink 
his milk on the first part 
of 
the trip, when he opened

pouch, he discovered that the

made in

countries of the world. Most of 
the names of cheese have de­ 
veloped from the name of the 
town or community in which 
they were first made. 
For in­ 
stance the French made Roque­ 
fort, Camembert and 
others 
famous. The Italians, Romano, 
Parm esan and others. 
Most all varieties of cheese 
are made in the states. More 
than 400 types of cheese are 
minor variations of the 
18 
m ajor varieties. 
Most cheese in this 
country 
is made of whole milk. 
It 
takes about four quarts 
or 10 
pounds of milk to make 
a 
pound of cheddar cheese. For 
certain tvpes of cheese both

milk and cream are used. For 
other types, skim milk, whey 
or mixtures of all of 
these 
are used. Because of the many 
different 
ways 
of 
making 
cheese, it is difficult to com­ 
pare the food value in relation 
to milk, but one Inch cube of 
cheddar cheese has about the 
sam e amount of calcium as 2/3 
cups of milk. 
Hard cheese can be kept 
in 
the refrigerator for several 
weeks. 
The secret is to keep 
it in the coldest place and keep 
it air-tight. 
If possible, use 
the original wrapper. The cut 
surface 
should 
be 
closely 
wrapped with plastic wrapping, 
wax paper and foil. 
Ends of cheese that may be­ 
come hard may be grated, put 
in an air-tight jar and used as 
a topping or garnish for other 
foods. 
Cheese 
spreads 
that 
come in jars should be stored 
in the refrigerator after they 
are opened. 
Soft cheeses, such as cottage 
or cream cheese should 
be 
used within a few days after 
they are purchased. 
Cheese is on the plentiful list. 
The total production of cheese 
for the first six months 
this 
year is 12 per cent above last. 
Because of the many varieties, 
there is some cheese that suits 
alm ost 
everyone's 
t a s t e . 
Cheese can be used as it 
is, 
mixed with other cheese, used 
with soups, 
vegetables 
or 
m eats. 
Most people like to try 
new cheeses, and ways of using 
them.

Now is a good time to apply 
chemicals for brush 
control 
purposes especially if you lime 
in the cotton producing 
area 
of the county. 
2, 4-D and 2, 4, 5 - T are 
the chemicals most commonly 
used to kill brush in this area. 
Cotton is extremely susceptible 
to damage by both chemicals. 
The ester formulation of these 
chemicals is recommended for 
brush control, and this is the 
form that is most 
dangerous 
to use around cotton. 
The 
ester formulation of 
these 
chemicals 
is 
extremely 
volatile, and the 
drift from 
them 
can 
be 
expected 
to 
damage cotton for 
quite 
a 
distance 
during the growing 
season. 
I have seen 
cotton 
damaged as much as one-fourth 
mile from where the chemical 
was applied, and either of these 
chemicals is capable of causing 
damage to cotton. 
So, as you 
can see, 2, 4-D and 2, 4, 5-T 
are, at best, dangerous chemi­ 
cals to use around cotton. Due 
to the risk involved, we think 
‘that winter is** good time to

producing area. 
Both 2, 4-D and 2, 4, 5-T 
will do an effective job of con­ 
trolling brush during any sea­ 
son of the year including that 
period when brush is in the dor­ 
mant stage. This is especially 
true of brush that is six feet 
tall or larger. 
Results of ap­ 
plying dormant treatments of 
these chemicals to 
sm aller 
brush might be 
questionable 
as a foliage spray applied during 
the late spring or early summer 
will usually do a better job of 
controlling this small brush. 
Now, the question often arises 
as to which of the two chemi­ 
cals - 2, 4-D and 2,4,5-T will 
give the better brush 
control 
results. 
The answer to 
his 
question will depend upon the 
kind of brush you have. 2,4,-D 
is 
more 
effective on 
some 
species of brush, while 2, 4, 
5-T will do a better job 
of 
controlling other species. Gen­ 
erally speaking, in cases where 
you have a mixture of different 
kinds of brush, a mixture 
of 
2,4-D and 2, 4, 5-T which you 
can obtain commercially pre­ 
pared will probably be your best 
bet. 
How should these chemicals be 
applied? 
For brush and small 
trees ranging from six feet tall 
up to four inches in diameter, 
either a basal spray or 
stump 
treatment is recommended. By 
basal spray, we mean simply 
spraying 
the 
lower 
twelve 
inches of the trunk of the tree 
until the spray begins to 
run 
off. As the name implies, stump 
treatment means 
spraying the 
top and sides o' the stump as 
soon as possible after the tree 
is cut. 
For trees over 
four 
inches in diameter at the base, 
either the stump treatment or 
a frill 
application is recom­ 
mended. To make a frill appli­ 
cation, simply hack a circle 
around the tree at the 
lowest 
practical height, hacking at 
a 
downward angel and prying the 
cuts open. 
Then, fill the frUl 
with whichever chemical 
you 
use as soon as possible after 
the hacking. 
If you plan to control brush by 
the use of chemicals this year, 
we have two bulletins 
that 
you might like to see. One is 
a USDA bulletin which outlines 
Information as to which chemi­ 
cal is most effective for

Farm Extension 
Center News

CHARLESTON - Soybeans are 
grown on more acres in South­ 
east Missouri than any other 
crop. In 1966, due to the poor 
cotton crop, soybeans ranked 
first in total crop value. Since 
the soybean acreage continues 
to go up each year farm ers are 
searching for ways to increase 
yields. I believe the fertility 
level of the soil is one of the 
first items to check as we 
strive for higher yields. 
Check Lime Level F irst - 
Limestone 
is 
the 
first soil 
building practice to be consid­ 
ered 
in 
increasing 
soybean 
yields. Three important func­ 
tions of lime are ( 1) corrects 
soil acidity, (2) increases the 
effectiveness of applied ferti­ 
lizers, and (3) supplies cal­ 
cium 
and/or 
magnesium as 
plant foods. 
For optimum yields the pH 
should be maintained between 
6.0 and 
6.5. Additional lime, 
when needed, should be applied 
and worked into the soil six 
months to a year before plant­ 
ing. On soils with a pH of 5.0 
or below fertilizer is not gen­ 
erally recommended unless it 
is limed first. If lime is ap­ 
plied shortly before planting, 
yields are not always increased 
the first year. 
In experiments 
and demon­ 
strations the addition of 2 to 
4 tons of lime on acid to very 
acid soils as indicated by a 
soil test have increased yields 
from 6 to 12 bushels per acre. 
Phosphorus - A yield of 40 
bushels per acre removes about 
35 pounds of phosphate from the 
soil in the seed. Phosphorus 
gives soybeans a fast start and 


helps them get ahead oi weeds. 
Phosphorus deficiency is not 
readily seen but deficient beans 
in this 
element are usually 
stunted and have small stems. 
Most of the soils in our area 
are well supplied with phospho­ 
rus at the present time. How­ 
ever, because soils vary great­ 
ly in fertility a soil test should 
be made of each field. Soy­ 
beans can salvage and utilize 
residual 
plant 
foods in the 
soil. If residual phosphorus is 
unavailable, 
s o y b e a n s will 
“ mine” the soil. 
Thirty to sixty pounds of phos­ 
phate per acre should be ap­ 
plied to soils testing low to 
very low in available phosphate. 
On soils that test medium, an 
application 
of phosphate 
is 
questionable. When the soil 
tests high to very high there 
is generally no yield advant­ 
age 
from the application of 
phosphate. 
Phosphate 
should always bo 
applied in a band on extrem e­ 
ly acid soils. It should bo band­ 
ed 3 to 4 inches to the side 
and below the seed at or prior 
to planting. If the pH is 6.0 
or 
al>ove, 
phosphate can be 
broadcast with minimum loss 
occuring. 
Potassium - A yield of 40 
bushels 
removes 
about 
5 5 
pounds of potash from the soil 
in the seed. Potassium-hungry 
plants show yellowing along leaf 
edges and stunted growth. 
Next to lime, potassium is the 
most deficient plant foo l ele­ 
ment in most of our soils. Many 
experiments have been conduct­ 
ed on different soil types. Yields 
have been increased up to 14 
bushels per acre with small ap­ 
plications of potash. 
Potash can be banded 3 to 4 
inches beside and below the 
seed, or broadcast and plowed 
down. Thirty to sixty pounds of 
actual potash should be applied 
annually on soils testing low 
to very low in available potas­ 
sium. If recommended rates are 
above 60 pounds per acre, part 
or all should be broadcast. On 
soils testing medium or above, 
an application of potash is ques­ 
tionable. 
Fertilizing Preceding Crop - 
Soybeans can utilize residual or 
carryover 
fertilizer. 
Where 
beans follow a crop which has 
been well fertilized - cotton, 
corn, or small grain - they can 
usually feed on the fertilizer 
which was left benind. Tliis is 
still one of the best ways of 
supplying fertilizer to beans. 
If this method is selected, re­ 
member !hat extra phosphate 
and potash should bo applied to 
the preceding crop.

CHARLESTON - Where do you 
go when you have a question

Strike 2C) 
Times Year 


NEW 
MADRID - M issouri 
ranks among the top five states 
w ith the number of tornadoes 
reported. 
If tliis is an average year, Mis­ 
souri will have 29 tomatoes in 
1967. That has been the annual 
average In the state over the 
past 12 years, according to in­ 
formations received by Bert 
Robbins, County Extension Di­ 
rector from Miss Audra Rob­ 
ertson, emergency prepared­ 
ness specialist at the Universi­ 
ty of M issouri Extension Di­ 
vision. 
And if history repeats itself, 
Missouri w ill have more torna­ 
does from March through June 
than in any other months. 
During this period the aver­ 
age number of tornadoes per 
months is; March, 4.37; April, 
4.81; May, 7.39; and June, 4.06. 
September is the next highest- 
frequency month, with an aver­ 
age of 1.99 tornadoes. Torna­ 
does can occur in any month. 
The 1967 season has gotten 
off to an unusual start. Nine 
tornadoes were reported dur­ 
ing January, a month that has 
averaged less than one torna­ 
do per year in the past. 
Within the state, counties in 
the northwestern and western 
areas are more likely to lie hit 
by tornadoes than counties in 
the eastern half. 
The state is outranked in the 
number of tornadoes only by 
Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas, and 
Nebraska. 
Tornadoes 
occur 
in all 50 
states, and in many parts of 
the world. But no area is more 
favorable for their formation 
than the plains of North Amer­ 
ica. 
No season is completely free 
of them. Normally, the nundier 
of tornadoes is lowest in the 
United states during December 
and January. 
In February, when tornado fre­ 
quency begins to increase, the 
center of maximum activity lies 
over the central Gulf states. 
As the season advances, the 
center of activity works north­ 
ward. 
The reason for this drift, ac­ 
cording to the Weather Bureau, 
the increasing t>enewationk>f 
warm, moist air while contrast­ 
ing cool, dry air still surges 
down from the north. Tornadoes 
are generated with greatest fre­ 
quency where these air masses 
collide. 
Many theories have been ad­ 
vanced as to what is necessary 
to generate a tornado, and none 
has won general acceptance. 
But there is no question on the 
destructive effects of these vio­ 
lent storm s. The dark funnel of

The 
1966 M issouri crop of soybeans 
rated the number one spot as a 
cash crop. This was not due to 
high yields but to high acreage. 
The same was true in the M is­ 
souri Delta counties. 
Now is the time to make plans 
to give soybeans the attention 
they 
deserve 
to 
get higher 
yields. And speaking of yields, 
the average per acre was under 
25 bushels in Pemiscot and 
Dunklin Counties in 1966 and 
only 
slighly better when 20 
bushels per acre in 1965. 
WHERE DO WE START? 
FIRST get a soil test to find 


out whether or not lime, pot­ 
ash or phosphate are needed. 
If so add them. 
SECOND choose a variety of 
pure high quality seed to suit 
the particular field. 
On good sandy loam soil the 
early varieties, Clark 63, Scott 
and Kent made 46 bushels plus 
over a four year period at the 
experiment station near Port- 
ageville. Mid - season beans, 
Hill and Dare made 44 bushels 
plus for the same four years. 
Full season varieties, Hood, 
Ogden and Lee tnade a four 
year average yield of 40 bush­ 
els plus. 
On gumbo soil at the Portage- 
ville station, Hill made highest 
(37.8 bu.) average of the four­ 
teen 
varieties 
tested for 3j 
years. Dare made an average 
of 37.9 bushels per acre for 
the two years It was tested. 
Now, these soils were limed 
and were not infested with root 
knot or cyst nematodes. 
If you have sim ilar soil you 
should be able to equal or ex­ 
ceed these yields. 
If you have a bad Infestation 
of cyst ne’matodes you might 
consider planting a crop other 
than soybeans until next year 
when you can get Pickett, a 
cyst nematode resistant varie­ 
ty to plant. 
If you have root knot nema­ 
todes you should avoid planting 
the Scott variety. 
If you have a field where soy­ 
beans lodged badly in the past, 
you most likely have a bad in­ 
festation of phytophtora root 
rot. This would be the place 
to plant Clark 63 which is re ­ 
sistant to this disease. 
THI RD, use weed control 
methods to eliminate compete- 
tion of weeds and grass. 
FOURTH, plant your beans in 
May or early June on a well 
prepared seed bed. 
FIFTH, innoculate the beans 
with good fresh legume bac­ 
teria. 
SIXTH, cultivate shallow to 
avoid root cutting. 
SEVENTH, protect the crop 
from insect damage. 
EIGH, use car in harvesting 
to get all the beans you pro­ 
duce to market.

Now Is a good time to apply 
chemicals for brush 
control 
purposes especially if you lime 
in the cotton producing 
area 
of the county. 
2, 4-D and 2, 4, 5 - T are 
the chemicals most commonly 
used to kill brush in this area. 
Cotton is extremely susceptible 
to damage by both chemicals. 
The ester formulation of these 
chemicals is recommended for 
brush control, and this is the 
form that is most 
dangerous 
to use around cotton. 
The 
ester formulation of 
these 
chemicals 
is 
extremely' 
volatile, and the 
drift from 
them 
can 
be 
expected 
to 
damage cotton for 
quite 
a 
distance 
during the growing 
season. 
I have seen 
cotton 
damaged as much as one-fourth 
mile from where the chemical 
was applied, and either of these 
chemicals is capable of causing 
damage to cotton. 
So, as you 
can see, 2, 4-D and 2, 4, 5-T 
are, at best, dangerous chemi­ 
cals to use around cotton. Due 
to the risk involved, we think 
•that winter is** good time to 
hrusft- by the ju*e 
of 
*the cnetnfeafs In the 
cotton 
producing area. 
Roth 2, 4-D and 2, 4, 5-T 
will do an effective job of con­ 
trolling brush during any sea­ 
son of the year including that 
period when brush is in the dor­ 
mant stage. This is especially 
true of brush that is six feet 
tall or larger. 
Results of ap­ 
plying dormant treatments of 
these chemicals to 
smaller 
brush might be 
questionable 
as a foliage spray applied during 
the late spring or early summer 
w ill usually do a better job of 
controlling this small brush. 
Now, the question often arises 
a* to •* hich of tit* two che mi­ 
lls - 2, 4-D and 2,4,5-T will 
give the better brush 
control 
results. 
The answer to 
his 
question will depend upon the 
kind of brush you have. 2,4,-D 
is 
more 
effective on 
some 
species of brush, while 2, 4, 
'-T will do a better job 
of 
controlling other species. Gen­ 
erally speaking, in cases where 
you have a mixture of different 
kinds of brush, a mixture 
of 
2,4-D and 2, 4, 5-T which you 
can obtain commercially pre­ 
pared will probably be your best 
bet. 
How should these chemicals be 
applied? 
For brush and small 
trees ranging from six feet tall 
up to four inches in diameter, 
either a basal spray or 
stump 
treatment is recommended. By 
basal spray we mean simply 
spraying 
the 
lower 
twelve 
inches of the trunk of the tree 
until the spray begins to 
run 
off. As tile name implies, stump 
treatment means 
spraying the 
top and sides n* the stump as 
soon as possible after the tree 
is cut, 
For trees over 
four 
inches in diameter at the base, 
nittier Hie stump treatment or 
a frill 
application is recom­ 
mended. To make a frill appli­ 
cation, simply hack a circle 
around the tree at the 
lowest 
practical height, hacking at 
a 
downward angel and prying the 
open, 
Then, fill the frill 
whichever ctomlcal 
you 
use as soon as possible after 
the hacking. 
If you plan to control brush by 
the use of chemicals this year,

Farm Extension

CHARLESTON - Soybeans are 
grown on more acres in South­ 
east Missouri than any other 
crop. In 1966, due to the poor 
cotton crop, soybeans ranked 
first In total crop value. Since 
the soybean acreage continues 
to go up each year farmers are 
searching for ways to increase 
yields. I believe the fertility 
level of the soil is one of the 
first items to check as we 
strive for higher yields. 
Check Lime Level First - 
Limestone 
is 
the 
first soil 
building practice to be consid­ 
ered 
in 
increasing 
soybean 
yields. Three important func­ 
tions of lime are (I) corrects 
soil acidity, (2) increases the 
effectiveness of applied ferti­ 
lisers, and (3) supplies cal­ 
cium 
and/or 
magnesium as 
plant foods. 
For optimum yields tile pH 
should be maintained between 
6.0 and 
6.5. Additional limp, 
when needed, should be applied 
and worked into the soil six 
months to a year before plant­ 
ing. On soils with a pH of 5.0 
or below fertilizer is not gen­ 
erally recommended unless it 
is limed first. If lime Is ap­ 
plied shortly before planting, 
yields are not always increased 
the first year. 
In experiments 
and demon­ 
strations the addition of 2 to 
4 tons of lime on acid to very 
acid soils as indicated by a 
soil test have increased yields 
from 6 to 12 bushels per acre. 
Phosphorus - A yield of 40 
bushels per acre removes about 
35 pounds of phosphate from the 
soil in the seed. Ptosptorus 
gives soybeans a fast start and 


helps them get ahead oi weeds. 
Phosphorus deficiency is not 
readily seen but deficient beans 
in this 
element are usually 
stunted and have small stems. 
Most of the soils in our area 
are well supplied with phospho­ 
rus at the present time. How­ 
ever, because soils vary great­ 
ly in fertility a soil test should 
be made of each field. Soy­ 
beans can salvage and utilize 
residual 
plant 
foods In the 
soil. If residual phosphorus Is 
unavailable, 
s o y b e a n s will 
"mine” the soil. 
Thirty to sixty pounds of phos­ 
phate per acre should be ap­ 
plied to soils testing low to 
very low In available phosphate. 
On soils that test medium, an 
application 
of phosphate 
is 
questionable. When the soil 
tests high to very high there 
is generally no yield advant­ 
age 
from the application of 
phosphate. 
Phosphate 
should always be 
applied In a band on extreme­ 
ly acid soils. It should be band­ 
ed 3 to 4 inches to the side 
and below the seed at or prior 
to planting. If the pH is 6.0 
or 
above, 
phosphate can be 
broadcast with minimum loss 
occuriug. 
Potassium - A yield of 40 
bushels 
removes 
about 
5 5 
pounds of potash from the soil 
in the seed. Potassium-hungry 
plants show yellowing along leaf 
edges and stunted growth. 
Next to lime, potassium is the 
most deficient plant food ele­ 
ment in most of our soils. Many 
experiments have been conduct­ 
ed on different soil types. Yields 
have been increased up to 14 
bushels per acre with small ap­ 
plications of potash. 
Potash can be banded 3 to 4 
inches beside and below’ the 
seed, or broadcast and plowed 
down. Thirty to sixty pounds of 
actual potash should be applied 
annually on soils testing low 
to very low in available potas­ 
sium. If recommended rates are 
above 60 pounds per acre, part 
or all should be broadcast. On 
soils testing medium or above, 
an application of potash is ques­ 
tionable. 
Fertilizing Preceding Crop - 
Soybeans can utilize residual or 
carryover 
fertilizer. 
Where 
beans follow a crop which has 
been well fertilized - cotton, 
corn, or small grain - they can 
usually feed on the fertilizer 
which was left behind. This is 
still one of the best ways of 
supplying fertilizer to beans. 
If this method is selected, re­ 
member that extra phosphate 
and potash should be applied to 
the preceding crop.

Tornadoes 


Strike 2C) 
Times Year 


NEW 
MADRID - M issouri 
ranks among the top five states 
with the number of tornadoes 
reported. 
If this is an average year, Mis­ 
souri will have 29 tomatoes bi 
1967. That has been the annual 
average in the state over the 
past 12 years, according to in­ 
formations received by Bert 
Robbbis, County Extension Di­ 
rector from Miss Audra Rob­ 
ertson, emergency prepared­ 
ness specialist at the Universi­ 
ty of Missouri Extension Di­ 
vision. 
And if history repeats itself, 
Missouri will have more torna­ 
does from March through June 
than bi any other months. 
During this period the aver­ 
age number of tornadoes per 
months Is: March, 4.37; April, 
4,81; May, 7.39; and June, 4.06. 
September is the next highest- 
frequency month, with an aver­ 
age of 1.99 tornadoes. Torna­ 
does can occur in any month. 
The 1967 season has gotten 
off to an unusual start. Nine 
tornadoes were reported dur­ 
ing January, a month that has 
averaged less than one torna­ 
do per year In the past. 
Within the state, counties in 
the northwestern and western 
areas are more likely to be hit 
by tornadoes than counties in 
the eastern half. 
The state is outranked in the 
number of tornadoes only by 
Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas, and 
Nebraska. 
Tornadoes 
occur 
In all 50 
states, and In many parts of 
the world. But no area is more 
. favorable for their formation 
than the plains of North Amer­ 
ica. 
No season is completely free 
of them. Normally, the number 
of tornadoes Is lowest In the 
United States during December 
and January. 
In February, when tornado fre­ 
quency begins to increase, the 
center of maximum activity lies 
over the central Gulf states. 
As the season advances, the 
center of activity works north­ 
ward. 
The reason for this drift, ac­ 
cording to the Weather Bureau, 
ik HW bioreasincr penetrjlion <of 
warm, moist air while contrast­ 
ing cool, dry air still surges 
down from the north. Tornadoes 
are generated with greatest fre­ 
quency where these air masses 
collide. 
Many theories have been ad­ 
vanced as to what is necessary 
to generate a tornado, and none 
has won general acceptance.

If you have a bad Infestation 
of cyst nematodes you might 
consider planting a crop other 
than soybeans untb next year 
when you can get Pickett, a 
cyst nematode resistant varie­ 
ty to plant.

If you have a field where soy­ 
beans lodged badly bi the past, 
you most likely have a bad in­ 
festation of phytophtora root 
rot.
